I have your letter of the 6th. “Lately, Io wourd 
categorize myself as a researcher rather than collector 
and therefore do not have a vast collection of Missouri 
paper money. The areas I'm looking at now include 


Slavery in st. Francois-Washington-Madison Co's 
American Iron Mountain Co 
Choteau, Harrison and Valle in Iron Mining 
and mostly the lead and iron mining history in St. Francois 
Co. Missouri. 


I have one of the store scrip notes on the American 
Iron Mountain Co and some of their papers. I have some 
items pertaining to the lead mining in this area, mostly 
letterheads, checks and such. 


Also, I recently did some work on the WWII POW 
Camp in Weingarten, Mo and 3 pieces of the Camp scrip. A 
bit of this info will be in the SPMC journal this year. 


Presently I'm occupied with gathering information 
on the Loan Office paper of 1821 in early Missouri. So far 
I've not been able to locate a piece of the paper but have 
found several references to it in some of the early Court 
records and newspapers of the time. 


There is not much paper that I'm aware of in this 
part of Missouri.(that is the St. Francois, Washington, 
Madison, Iron, Ste Genevieve County area) I also collect 
Nationals and of course there were no banks of issue in any 
of these counties.. I believe the earliest bank in St. 
Francois Co, Mo was in the 1880's and it was owned by one of 
the Mining Companies!

Dear Mr. Newman: 


I respond to your last correspondence of 02-21-95 regarding the Loan Office 
Experiment of 1821 with some copies of pertinent information from a south- 
east MO. newspaper: THE INDEPENDENT PATRIOT of Jackson MO. 


I have copied some enteries starting with 10-27-1821. The legal explanation 
for the establishment of the loan office starts with the 07-28-1821 issue, 
tho' it is identical to the wording in the ST. LOUIS ENQUIRER of 07-14-1821 
of which I'1l presume you have seen.

James Russell was the first merchant to specifically mention his acceptance 
of Loan Office Money in exchange for storegoods, in this case it was salt. 
In May 1822, would-be candidates for politieatl office first mentioned 
their positions on the Loan Office issue and I've highlighted some of 
these. If nothing else, this controversy increased the public's awareness 
during the election process. A couple of the candidates declarations do 
seem to indicate that there was some loan office paper then in use in this 
part of MO and the willingness to keep it there but issue no more. 


The August 3, 1822 issue suprisingly carries an ad of KERR & GRAHAM 
offering to take Loan Office money in trade for cotton. 


Additionally, a copy of a Circuit Court document is enclosed, being from 
Madison County MO that mentions Loan Office money 1H L825.
